WHEN Maureen Spinney moved to Crewkerne five 
years ago with husband Alan, to be near their family, 
they immediately took to the sense of community 
found in the town. 

When they heard about the Henhayes Community 
Centre, they soon became regulars of the short mat 
bowls sessions and then became trustees, giving 
much of their free time to helping with regular events. 

Born in the East End of London, Maureen had been 
brought up as part of a tight community, mainly of 
women with many of the older men lost in the First 
World War and the younger ones off fighting in the 
second. 

Her career started as a shorthand typist and per¬ 
sonal assistant and when the children came along, she 
took a night job as an auxiliary in a maternity ward 
which she loved every minute of. 

At 53 she decided to train as a social worker and 
went to Bournemouth University which she found re¬ 
inforced a lifetime of experience, putting into practice 
what she already knew, that the best social work was 
helping people to help themselves. 

At the Henhayes Centre, Maureen took over the 
Tuesday Group for isolated elderly, when Social Serv¬ 
ices withdrew their staffing and has recruited an 
army of volunteers. 

• WHY did you become a social 
worker? 

I have always been a member of the 
community, growing up in streets 
that were bombed out, and peo¬ 
ple helped each other through 
adverse circumstances and iso¬ 
lation. There are a lot of chil¬ 
dren today who live in 
isolation as well as adults, 
f WHAT would you say was 
the most important part of 
the Job? 

Introducing people to each other, 
the workers like to think it's them 
but it's the fact that people are part of 
group, they begin chatting and then 
stop in the street and say hello. If they are 
mostly indoors and they are not meeting anyone 
that is what they need the most. 

• ARE you trying to get more young people at the 
Centre? 

It's interesting, we all have a huge investment in the 
young. We have the young people's music festival which 
has been very successful and Ashlands schoolchildren 
come quite often. We have had an offer from Wadham 
now too. We are hoping the pre-school from the George 
Reynolds Centre will come across too. 

• DO you have any hobbies? 

I like music, I used to play the piano quite a lot when I was 
young but it was an item of furniture kept in the front 
room which was never used and I gradually forgot. I like 
reading, people are my hobby really. I used to walk a lot 
but can't so much now. 

• IF you could time travel what would you do? 

The era I'm always reading about is the late 18th century 
in London, when the reformers like William Booth and 
Barnardo were highlighting the poor. 



# IF you could meet anyone, who would you choose? 

Elizabeth Fry, she was a Quaker and a great one 
for women, she had a big family and 
worked in prison reform for children and 
women. I got a book about her as a 
school prize. 

• WHAT do you like about 
Crewkerne? 

I love how much for the commu¬ 
nity it is, our daughter said 
'you'd love it here'and she was 
right. It's a very friendly area, 
people stop and talk on the 
street and it is an area that has 
known it's adversity and helped 
each other. 

€) HAVE you travelled much? 

We've just started to and are going 
to Florence in May. We've been once 
on a cruise but we only got five hours 
there so this time we are going on the train 
with friends. I love the art there and they are a 
very community minded people too, they sit in the 
squares together and have a great sense of identity. 

• WHAT would you like on your island? 

I'd want some music, Tchaikovsky is the only composer I 
couldn't do without. I'd like something to read, I mainly 
read biographies although I do Like Joanna Trollope. 

# DO you have any unfulfilled ambitions? 

My main thing I want to do is get playing again, I'm lazy 
thatis the trouble, if can't achieve something quickly I 
can't be bothered. 

• DO you think we have lost some sense of 
community in general? 

I think there is less help for mothers, I like the power of 
women, when they get together and share what they 
know. There was always help for mothers when I was 
growing up, when they'd Just had a baby, someone 
would get the dinner and someone else would do the 
ironing; we've forgotten that now and so many come 
home to nothing.The home help was originally called the 
mother's home help then it became transferred to the 
elderly.

Support for library strategy 


A NEW strategy for Somerset’s 
libraries was outlined to county 
councillors this week, which 
could see a series of community 
hubs set up and a significant in¬ 
crease in funding for books. 

Scrutiny Committee members 
heard details of a review of the li¬ 
brary service and discussed set¬ 
ting up pilot schemes where 
public services would share 
space in libraries, or communi¬ 
ties could have a greater say in 
how their libraries are run. The 
strategy will deliver savings of 
more than £860,000 over three 
years and possibly lead to longer 
opening hours. 

The broad strategy was sup-

ported by the influential cam¬ 
paign group Friends of Somerset 
Libraries (FOSE). Chairman 
Peter Murphy said: “The review 
has been a thorough piece of 
work. I am pleased that the 
friends have engaged with this 
review and I would say that the 
engagement has been construc¬ 
tive on both sides.” 

Members of FOSE attending 
Tuesday’s meeting did raise a se¬ 
ries of questions about the fund¬ 
ing and savings proposals. The 
council’s spending on books is 
normally £200,000, but will be 
increased by an extra £250,000 


over the next two years, a sign of 
the commitment to maintaining 
the appeal of the county’s li¬ 
braries. 

The cabinet member responsi¬ 
ble for libraries. Councillor 
David Hall, said there are a huge 
number of people across Somer¬ 
set willing to become more in¬ 
volved with supporting their 
libraries, and he wanted to en¬ 
courage more people to come 
forward. 

He continued: “We are living 
in tight financial times and we 
should not lose sight of that. I be¬ 
lieve this strategy will both save 
money and create a library serv¬ 
ice fit for the future. I am grateful 


for the involvement of all those 
people who have taken the trou¬ 
ble to come forward and be part 
of this work. The library service 
is important and that is why I 
fully support the proposal to in¬ 
vest an extra £250,000 into the 
book fund to meet the public’s 
demand for the latest books.” 

The new library strategy pro¬ 
poses that “libraries should be 
provided according to need, de¬ 
mand and value for money, li¬ 
braries should be developed into 
community hubs, libraries should 
be responsible to, and supported 
by, their local communities”.

"Dementia is an increasing 
problem, because we are a 
popular retirement area, but 
the progress of the condi¬ 
tion can be slowed down 
and a patient's carer can 
also benefit from good ad¬ 
vice and appropriate help, 
improving and maintaining 
the quality of life in retire¬ 
ment.

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Local plan meeting 
moved to new date 

CONSIDERATION of a report on the South Somer¬ 
set Local Plan at a district council meeting has 
been delayed due to the recent severe weather 
conditions. 

The long awaited report was due to be consid¬ 
ered at the SSDCfull council on Thursday Decem¬ 
ber 13th but has now been deferred to January 
17th as a result of a delay in receiving the final 
view of English Heritage on key matters in the plan 
because the recent inclement weather caused a 
site visit delay. 

A spokesperson for the council said: "It is not felt 
appropriate that such a potentially important re¬ 
sponse from a statutory body, of necessity, be 
dealt with by oral report. 

"Recent discussions with the Planning Inspec¬ 
torate indicate that the deferment will have very 
little impact on the commencement of the count¬ 
down to examination of the plan as an inspector 
would not have been available until January 2013 
in any event." 

The council meeting will now take place at the 
council offices in Brympton Way, Yeovil on Thurs¬ 
day Januaryl 7th 2013, commencing at 3pm with 
the part dealing with the Local Plan commencing 
at 6pm. 

The meeting is open to the public who are wel¬ 
come to attend. Agendas and reports will be avail¬ 
able on line five working days before the meeting, 
and in the council offices.The minutes will also be 
published online and made available in council of¬ 
fices after the meeting. 

Following consideration by full council, the Local 
Plan will be formally submitted to the Planning In¬ 
spectorate before being examined by an inde¬ 
pendent inspector.

Barter, Michael Whitfield, Glenn Chapman and 
Peter McGann, for their help with what is always 
a major task against the clock. 

She would also like to thank all the loyal checkers 
of boxes, packers, transport drivers collecting the 
boxes to bring to Chard and loaders onto the lorry 
as well as of course all the adults and children 
who worked on creating the boxes of treasures for 
the needy children so far away. 

She commented: “We hope that they get as much 
pleasure opening them as we have had preparing 
them for them!” 

Chard was the collection point from the whole 
district and received 7262 shoe boxes from the 
area around the three market towns, plus 3,155 
from Barnstaple and 685 from Cracknell Farm 
which collects for the Langport area, making a 
total of 11,102 on the lorry.
